‘The United States Government ap- 
preciates China’s efforts to assimilate 
Western judicial. principles, but 
would be’ lacking in “sincerity and 
candour, as well as disregardful of 
its obligations to its own nationals 
in China, if-it did not frankly state 
these recommendations have not. been 
substantially. carried out, and there 
does not exist in China to-day a sys- 
tem of independent Chinese Courts, 
free from- extraneous influence, which 
are capable adequately of doing -jus- 
tice. between Chinese and foreign 
litigants. - 


Protection of Foreigners 


“My Government believes that not 
until these recommendations are ful-

THE HARD LOT OF A 
WOMAN IN. CHINA 


SUBMISSIVE TO ALL 


EXPERT'S EVIDENCE 1 WILL 
CASE 
WHO IS HEAD OF THE FAMILY? 


If an old Chinese proverb holds 
true,-then the lot of a woman in 
China.is most unenviable. This oft 
quoted saying was . recited by a 
Chinese before his Lordship the 
Chief Justice, Sir Henry. Gollan, 
this morning at the Supreme Court. 

The proverb, translated . in 


‘| English, is to the effect: 


“A woman before her marriage 
is submissive to her parents, _ 

After marriage, she is submis- 
sive to her husband, ~ 

And in old age, she has to be 

submissive to ler sons.” 
It was also said that if a woman 
were to exercise the. rights and 
power of a. man in China, the 
punishment for this heinous offence 
would be death. 

These quotations made his Lord- 
ship. éxclaim: “Oh, it is contrary 
to all our human nature.” 

The foregoing interesting pas- 
sages came out when further 
evidence was called in the Chinese 
will case.

Reason for Non-participation 
Although the number of American 
firms in China increased from 11 in 
1842 to 24 in 1888 and to 600 by 
1925, Chinese firms handling foreign 
imports and exports direct remained 


negligible for three reasons. First, 
the economic organisation peculiar to 
China offered ‘greater inducements to 
Chinese traders when they confined 
their activities to. domestic trade; 
second, there were few Chinese who 
could cope with business correspon- 
dence in English or other Western 
languages, not to mention cabled 
eommunications; and, finally, there 
were equally few Chinese with any 
comprehension of -the machinery ond 
processes of foreign trade. 

Less than 10 years ago the man- 
ager of a leading. American banking 
institution in China estimated that 
not more than 2 per ‘cent, of the 
letters of credit opened for imports 
with his institution were placed by 
Chinese firms., In recent years, how- 
ever, in any discussion of the state 
of foreign trade in China, reference 
is invariably made to the keen eom- 
etition and increasing importance of 
Chinese importers and. exporters, 
The establishment .of Chinese eotton 
mills also has had- a serious effect 
upon the business of old-established 
foreign firms, particularly those 
whose- textile. transactions with 
Europe formed the principal basis of 
their existence in China. 

Contrast of Japanese and Chinese. 

In any discussion of the displace- 
ment of foreign trade in China by 
native firms, the developments which 
took place in Japan naturally came 
to mind. In the period following the 
opening of Japan.- by Commodore 
Perry, the Empire’s ‘foreign trade 


was entirely in the: hands of non-- 


Japanese firms, but a continuous: pro- 
cess of internal improvement. along 
Tadern lines and. the energetic efforts 
of the Japanese Governm 
mote’.industries’. early resulted in a 
great -incréage- the. number of 
Japanese firms equipped to conduct 
foreign. business directly. Generally, 
now, the foreign trade.of. Japan is 
largely ‘in. the. hands: of. great Japan- 


Although China’s total- 


practically stationary at little above | | 


figure largely in the commerce of 
China, silk being the most important 
single export commodity from Shang- 
hai. In a review of the Shanghai 
exchange ‘market dealing, inter alia 
with the silk trade, the following 
comment appeared in a recent issue 
of ‘& prominent” foreign .newspaper 
published in’ that eity: 

One factor of much. interest is to 
be found in the fact that during the 
current silk season fire Chinese con- 
cerns have made direct exports of 
raw silk to foreign countries amount- 
ing to over 8,000 bales of raw silk, 
mostly steam’ filatures. The. first 
two coneerns making such shipments 
are silk spinners and weavers, the 
third owns a filature, the fourth is 


not manufacturing silk, although one 
of. its owners is. the proprietor of a 
silk filature. The last named are 
merely exporters. Most 
‘frms. have had members of their 
staff staying for some years in 
Europe studying- the requirement= of 
the market there. . Lately, similar 
measures have ‘been adopted with re- 
gard to the American market. It 
“may be expected that the activities 


of these. 


of these concerns will grow to a con- 
siderable extent, 

The 8,000 bales mentioned as. hav- 
ing been exported by.the five Chin- 
ese firms constitute approximately 10 
per cent. of the total silk shipments 
from Shanghai during’ the first half 
of the current season, from January 
1 to May 30. - 

Policy of Leading Manufacturer 

Practically simultaneously with this 
record: of the direct exportation of 


raw silk by Chinese concerns, the re- 
presentative of a leading American 
manufactirer of automobiles private- 
ly announced that it was the settled 
policy of his firm to place agencies | 
in China with native firms where 
conditions permitted, and that sl 
between a Chinese and a foreign 
applicant for a-lecal agency a Chin- 
ese would be selected, so tong as the 
general considerations involving the 
appointment “of agent® ‘vere met. 
The statement of this policy was 
coincident with the withdrawal! of the 
agency for a popular make of Ameri- 
can firm, which, on the whole, was 
reported to have satisfactorily pro- 
moted sales of the motor car during 
the tenure of “the agency for a 
period of Jess than six months. 

“Effect on Smaller Foreign Firms 

That-a leading American manufac- 
turer should adopt this policy is in- 
deed significant. While it cannot 
be said that such instances of direct 
participation im foreign trade by 
Chinese firms announce the doom of 
the foreign ‘firm in China, it is not 
unlikely ‘that they foréshadow the 
gradual. disappearance of the smaller 
American and European firms in the 
gutports—the small Chinese - ports. 

The lack of modern scientific. and 
engineering knowledge in the Chin- 
ese “will necessitate for a long 
time the prasence in Shanghai and 
in two or three other cities of large 
American and” European’ firms with 
organisation# prepared to give advice 
and assistance to the Chinese pur- 
chaser of Western machinery and 
manufaeturers; otherwise, it appears 
that the tendency will be to place 
agencies in the hands of Chinese 
firms of superior financial... standing 
and possessing other qualifications of 
equal merit with those of the for- 
eign firm.

‘FLOUR IMPOSTS 


NEW REGULATIONS FOR 
KWANGTUNG 


AWAITING APPROVAL 


Canton, “Yesterday. 

The Kwangtung Duty Re-adjustment 
Committee. recently drew up a set of 
régulations governing the imposts on 
imported flour, which regulations were 
cabled.to Mr. T, V. Soong, the Minister 
of Finance, for his approval. The fol. 
lowing are some important parts of thie 
regulations: 

All machine-! -rhanufaetured flour 
either -imported from abroad or :aade 
locally is subject to these regulalions, 
and to the payment of imposts aecord- 
ingly with the exception of flour for 
which duties had already been paid. 

A ‘Bureau ‘and sub-stations will be 
established at places or districts found 
suitable by the specially appointed offi- 
cer of the Ministry of Finance for the 
purpose of levying flour imposts, or 
the collection of such imposts may be 
entrusted to the native customs, 

The Bureau and sub-stations shall 
be named after the districts where they 
are established, and shall come under 
the management of the aforesaid spe- 
cial officer. 

The officers in charge of the purean 
and sub-stations shall be appointed by 
the aforesaid special offeer and their 
names recorded in the Ministry of Fin- 
ance, 

Mode of Reckoning 

The imposts on imported flour are 
levied according to the bags of flour. 
Each bag is reckoned not to contain 
over 60 lbs. or 37% catties (Chinese 
weight). 

The impost’on imported flour is 10 
cents. (Shanghai cey.) per bag. When 
flour is imported, the landing duties 
must be paid and receipts given before 
the flour is permitted ‘to be landed. 

When flour is transported to the in- 
terior, a transport permit will be 
issued, and notice of the transport per- 
mit and the duty receipt will be sent by 
the said special officer to the sub-sta- 
tions. 

Should any portion of the flour for" 
which. imposts have already “been, paid 
either in the province or other parts of 
China, be transported to the interior 
of the province, no further imposts 
shall be paid.—Canton News Agency. 


LIKIN TO GO

NO GAMBLING TAXES 
Canton, Yesterday. 

In an, interview this morning with 
Mr, Fan Kee-mo, our - correspondent 
was informed that the following taxes 
will be -abolished :— 

Sixteen different taxes and special 
export duties ‘as well as the total likin 


‘taxes will be entirely abolished with- 


in the next year, according to the orders 
of the Ministry of Finance. 

Taxes ‘on cocoons will be abolished. 
The duty on silk products will be re- 
considered in the interests of the in- 
dustry. For the purpose of taxation, 
silk will be divided into two classes, 
First, for internal consumptien, silk 
will be taxed as luxury; secondly, for 
as an agricultural product. 
This tax will come into effect in Jan- 
uary of next year. 

The gambling taxes will be abolish- 
ed according to fixed periods, All 
forms of unlicensed gambling are now. 
forbidden, and by 1931 no more gam- 
bling will be permitted in this pro- 
vince—Canton News Agency.

The same gentleman who pro- 
phesied that-England would be sub- 
merged by the sea a few weeks ago 
has* prophesied ‘again, this time 
concerning his own country, On 
July 18, according to Herr Josef 
Weissenberg, the plague was to 
break out in Germany and many 
thousands succumb. 

Nobody, one imagines, in any 
country in the world takes the fore- 
bodings of Herr Weissenberg 
seriously. Berlin, however, one of 
the most enlightened and surely 
the most sceptical city in Europe 
is witressing scenes at the present 
moment ‘which surpass in- both 
pathological and physical interest 
all that had ever been recorded of 
the Weissenburg settlement at 
Waldfrieden. a secluded lakeside 
spot among the thin woods of the 
Glau Hills, twenty-five miles to the 
south of Berlin. It-ig here that 
Josef Weissenburg, magnetic healer, 
gathered- together his first group‘ of 
fervid believers in his own 
power. : 

Mysterious Mediums" 


He is a soothsayer possessing 
strong hypnotic powers. At - the 
present moment nearly a thousand 
people. gather round him ‘every 
Thursday evening-in the Haverland 
Hall. -The object of these Thurs- 
day evenings is to call up a mass 
meeting of disembodied spirits 
which speak through the mouths of 
Mediums are 
born not made, and it may so hap- 
pen that.the gift of tongues will fall 
upon any person. present in the hall 
—not only on one of the eighteen to 
twenty men and women. already. 
tried and proven ranged on chairs 
on the platform around Weis- 
senburg. The “master’ himself 
goes from one to the other of these 
with .a Bible 
‘the brow gently and suggests which 
spirit shall - speak out of their 
mouths. 

Trained alienists and physicists 
themselves: testify to the reality of 
the trances in which one member 
after another of this strange con- 
gregation falis when listening to a 
speech from one of the mediums.

There will then be.a definite move te 
attract some of the big liners from 
Southampton to London, and it is 
hoped that the Union-Castle Line will’ 
use the Thames instead of the South 
Coast.

ADVANTAGE OVER FOREIGNERS 

— : 

The National Industrial _Confer- 
ence Board: which has been studying 
the United: States merchant: marine 
ptoblems has now issued its report. 
The. Board points out the danger of 
expansion beyond actual’ needs, and 
considers that the - Shipping . Board 
should be abolished, nate BE 

“The préSint’ fnancial and cconS- 
fhie position of the United States 
and of the world shipping industries,” 
the report -states, “makes question- 
able the adoption of any policy which 
would encoutaga the daValopment of 
a U.S. merchani marine Merger than 
that required for natiotiidl defence 
and foreign trade, and whith 


‘| to an unreasonable extent, 


commerce. carried by-U.S. ships. In 
spite of the greatly increased im- 
portance of the United States as a 
maritime nation since the war and 
the rapid growth. of its foreign com- 
merce, it is added, American ship- 
ping has shown a definitely declin- 
ing trend since 1921, due largely to 
higher ~ shipbuilding and operating 
costs, 
In 1921" 

“While in 1921,” the report. states, 
“49 per cent. of the total cargo ton- 
nage of the’foreign overseas trade 
of the United States was carried in 
U.S. bottoms, in 1928 only 41 per 


cent. was shipped in vessels carry-{! 


ing the US. flag. Ameérican ships 
predominate in the total ocean-bound 
import tradz of the United States, 
of which in 1928 they carried 47 per 
cent., but foreign vessels carried 657 
per cent. of the American export 
tonnage. : 

“U.S. vessels predominate 
trade with - the Philippines, Mexico. 
the. north and the west coast of 
South America, Central America, and 
‘carry a large portion of American 
trade with the West Indies and the 
Orient, but foreign vessels carried 
the major portion of cargoes ex- 
changed between. the United States 
and Europe and ‘the British 
Dominions, with the exception of 
Canada. = : 3 

“A US. merchant marine adequate 
‘from the viewpoint of national de- 
fence would probably carry a_ larger 
proportion of U.S. commerce than is 
being. carried at the present time,” 
the report declares. “Whether that 
proportion wouw reach or exceed 50 
Ber ‘cent. the amount usually set-as 
a minimum requirement cannot _be 
predicted, It would seem more im-

While the Conference believes that 
“a policy of specifically determined 
Government’ aid for the maintenance 
of a United States mercharit marine 
is advisable, for the present at least,” 
because of the hizhly comnetitive 
conditions in the field of world ship- 
ping, it qualifies this conclusion with 
the declaration that “any policy 
which resulted in an expansion of 
facilities beyond actual -needs would 
only serve to intensify competition. 
and to place U.S: ship operators in 
a still more unsatisfactory position.” 

Oil-Burning Ships 

The only distinet advantage which 
U.S. shipping at the present time 
has over its foreign competitors lies 
in the possession of s very consider- 
able amount of oi] burning ships, 2c- 
cording to the report, an advantage, 
however, which js contingent upon 
the relationship between the price of 
oil-and of coal, 

As regards age snd speed, the 
Board finds the U.S. merchant fleet 
to compare. unfavourably with the 
fleets of other nations. . The larger 
part of U.S. vessels engaged in for- 
eign trade, in the view of the Board, 
will soon-have to be replaced with 
faster and more modern ships if the 
U.S. mercliant marine is to constitute 
either an effective instrument of 
national defence or a potent agency 
for the develoyment and protection of 
foreign trade -interests. : 

The Board considers the early with- 
drawal of the United States Shipping 
Board from the field_of ship onera- 
tion 9 paramount factor-in the solu- 
tion of the merchant marine problem. 
“The United States Shipping Board 
has -undoabtedly endeavoured to 
avoid direct competition with private 
U.S. ship operators, but it is, never- 
theless, evident: that. merchant 
Marine, partially Government-cwned, 
partly in private hands, is uot like- 
ly. to prove successful,” :

IN AUSTRALIA 
COMMENTS ON WATERWORKERS’ 
: “DISPUTE 


Unfortunately, agreement has not 
been reached’ in the negotiations 
which have been taking © place. for 
some months between a committee 
of the shipowners and the Waterside 
Workers’ eration, according to 
latest ucts from New. South Wales. 
All along the difficulty Hag been jin 
regard to the wolunteer workers who 
helped ‘id owners to tide oyer- the 
most serious days of the strikos at 
the Australia ports, for, naturally 
enough, ¢ shipowners could _ not 
throw aside the men who had “stood 
by them in this emergency. An 
effort has been -made ‘td, empley -an 
equal number of’ ‘the voluntées?s snd 
of the members. of the Federation, 
but. the spokesmen for the Jatter. 
body -were unabiet-to approve of cers 
tain of the proposils put forward. 

It was suggested that, in addition 
to. the employment of Federation men 
and volunteers, there should be some 
means by which. “the employment of 
all the workers should. be regulated, 
in order to avoid sectional strikes 
andthe insubordination - which. was 
so rife at .some Australian ports 
when the trouble was at its worst. 
For one thing, the. shipowners desir- 
ed_to use the volunteer depot for 
“picking up” selected workers under 
the control. of the ‘shipowners’ super~ 
intendent, other Iabeur to’ be obtain- 
ed_ from the Federation yard. " 
It was further suggested that 
tallies ‘or numbers _ should be issued. 
to the selected men, which would be 
forfeited if any of the ‘men were 
convieted of theft or malicious con- 
duct, and temporarily suspended for 
insubordination, insobriety,- or other 
isconduct, the right of appeal be- 

always conceded. Of course, the 
main object of the owners was to 
get the men belonging to the Federa- 
tion to work amicably with the 
volunteers, and the -Federation | itself 
would be required io agree -that no 
intimidation of volunteers... or 
their families should take place, 
was intended, shculd this seheme 
prove to be satisfactory, that a joint 
committee, representing ‘the owners 
and the men, should be set up, 
which would deal with disputes of a 
domestic nature: . 

The employers have: intimated “that 
while they ‘xecognise that’ ther 
not sufficient work to keep -all.-the 
members of the _ Federation in em- 
ployment, they owe a duty to the 
volunteers to see that they ate not 
turned away when they-may no Tong- 
er be required to fill the places of 
the Federation workers who refused 
to carry on when work Was offered 
to them. It is this point - of the 
continued employment of volunteers‘ 
which _ has . proved the greatest 
stumbling-biock in, the negotiations 
which have been ‘proceedi: ig, but the 
owners are firm in_ the’ .

The. Discouraging Outlook 

Mr, Hichens went on_ to ‘discuss 
the sérious outlook for British ship- 
building, and the only hopes for sav- 
ing the industry. «| - : 

He dwelt-on the fact that for the 
June quarter the tonnage under con- 
struction had risen from 1,357,375 to 
1,453,906 tons, being an itcrease- on 
the quarter of 96,531 tons. The Bri- 
tish proportion. of the world’s total 
is 61 per cent, an improvement on’ 
recent quarters, but still far below 
the pre-war percentage _ of’ about 60 
per cent. - : 

-The amount of tonnage commene- 
ed during the June quarter was 
428,400 tons, which ‘is 66,000 tons 
higher than in the March quarter- 
and almost ‘equal to the tonnage com- 
Menced in the December quarter of 
1928, The amount of tonnage com- 
menced abroad declined as compared 
with the March quarter from 298,281 
tons to. 210,597. tons: | . 

The amount. of tonnage launched 
shows the. largest increase, owing to 
the number of vessels ordered at the 
beginning of the December quarter 
of- last year nearing completion. 
While there is more. work now on 
hand, a large proportion of the work 
is in the completion stages, : 

The very serious decline in the 
amount of orders obtained during the 
first six months of 1928, was dealt 
with by the Shipbuilding Employers’ 
Federation at the Wages Conference 
with the Shipyard Trade Unions on 
July 5, when it was pointed out ‘that 
the flow of orders experienced at the 
end of last year had nat been main- 
tained and that during the three 
months January, February’ and 
March, the tonnage ordered’ as_dis- 
tinct from work. actually commenced 
during the quarter was less. than 
one-half of the total ‘booked in the 
last quarter of 1928. For the first 
six, months of this year, it was stst- 
ed," the. tonnage of orders plsced 
would. be approximately the same as

- If ene compares the organisa- 
tion of the shipping ~ industry and 
the organisation ' of the shipbuilding 
industry the latter comes ‘out of it 
very badly. : : 

“Far too little attention has been 
paid to the central organisation of 
the shipbuilding industry in the past. 
The new organisation should come 
about through a bedy like the Ship- 
building Employers’ Federation. 

The German Example 

“We might well-follow the example 
of Germany. There..the company 
known -as the Deschimag has amal- 
gamated all the big shipbuilding 
concerns ‘under one ¢conomic control. 
Many yards have ‘had ‘to. be closed; 
and the same thing must happen in 
this country. There are too many 
yards in this cointry,: and some of. 
“them must close down. It is difficult 

just - how this- state -of 
affairs can.come about,.. but it has 
got to come some day, somehow. In 
just the same way, with the closing 
down of the unnecessary  establish- 
ments, reorganisation has to be 
bronght about in the coal, steel and 
cotton, and all the basic industries of 
this country.”

Chinese Lows 

Expert evidence in regard to: 
Chinese Jaws governing the mak- 
ing of « will was called from the 
Hon. Dr. 8. W. Tso, 0.B,E., LL.D. 
He ‘said that in China there is ne 
law at-all governing the exeeu- 
tion of a will, The word “will” 
in English does net have the same 
meuning in Chinese. The Chinese 
word for a will is “Chuk Shu.” 
“Chuk” means ihe intention of a 
person as expressed. by word of 
mouth, and is commonly related 
to the intention of disposing cer- 
tain properties after death. 
“Shu" means reducing that inten- 
tion to writing. 

Signature Does Not Matter 

There are also certain laws in 
‘China regarding succession cr in- 
hevitance, but the one possessing 
the property has the rights to dis- 
pwn any persons, whether those 
persons come within the laws re- 
garding to suzcession or inherit- 
ance. 

There is no law provided as to 
what form the will should take, 
therefore any writing which pur- 
ports to be the intention of a de- 
ceased is valid. It does not mat- 
ter whether that document is sign- 
ed by deceased or by others,. or 
even if not signed at all.

NATURALISATION LAW

To fight’ or not to fight? That 
is the question to , which Dr, 
Douglas C. Macintosh, Canadian 
professor at Yale University, gave 
such an unsatisfactory swer in 
his application for citizenship that 
Federal Judge Burrows denied the 
Coming, as it does, on 


pacifist, on somewhat similar 
groands, the Burrows ruling leads 
the Columbus Ohio State Journal 
te remark: “When such intelligent 
feople “as these are ‘barred from 
American citizenship, it makes our 
naturalization Iaws look extremely: 
silly.”-: Both, incidentally, are too 
old to be'drafted into military ser- 
vice. And, while Madame Schwim- 
mer is ‘an avowed pacifist, and oc- 


leasionalty discusses her beliefs in 


public, Dr. Macintosh. is willing to 
take up arms in defence of the 
country, should citizenship he 
granted, with the reservation, how- 
ayer, that the war must be a just 
one, and that this is a matter to be 
decided in his own mind. 
Man's Duty te Nation 

The professor, who is an ordain- 
ed minister, is quoted by the “New 
York World” as saying: “On this 
matter of bearing arms, there are 
just three stands you can take. 
One is out-and-out pacifism, One 
is the stand I have taken, that I 
will bear arms if I believe it is for 
the welfare of mankind. The third 
is that you will ‘bear arms in any 
war, the position Judge Burrows 
holds is necessary for citizenship. 
I believe the first two are the only 
ones possible for a Christian. 

“Christian ethics, as [ view them, 
make it a man's duty to act for the 
welfare of all mankind, including 
his own nation, A man's first duty 
js toward his’ family, but not 
against the welfare of his nation. 
A man’s duty is to his nation, but 
not against the welfare of all man- 
kind. .

The “World” interprets the Bur- 
rows ruling as a declaration that a 
citizen, be -he~ native-born or 
naturalized, loses. all right of in- 
dividual judgment and action the 
moment that Congress declares that 
a state of war exists; that every 
citizen should thereafter be as 
completely at the disposition of the 
President as if he were a soldier. 

Universal Conscription 

In this paper's opinion, “The 
absoluteness of this doctrine is as 
naive ag it is intolerable. The 
majority of wars’ in which any 
great Power engages are no life- 
and-death struggles in which its 
existence: is at stake, hut little 
wars of policy, interest, or at- 
cident. It is absurd to lay down a 
rule which makes it the absolute 
obligation of the citizon to give un- 
questioning support to every war. 
Such a rule would condemn Cal- 
houn and Lincoln, who opposed the 
Mexican War. 

“The rule is contrary to the 
fundamental policy of the United 
States. It tacitly assumes that a 
declaration of war puts universal 
conscription into effect. 

“We do not have, and there is ne 
prospect that we shall have, a per- 
manent conscription law. Our 
fundamental military policy is and 
always has been voluntary—that is 
to say, based on just such right of 
private judgment as Dr. Macintosh 
asserts: Conscription has been in- 
voked twice in our history, during 
the Civil War and during the World 
War, and immediately abandoned 
at the end of these wars. When an 
extraordinary emergency of this 
kind arises, men of such manifest 
good faith as Dr. Macintosh will 
present no serious problem. He

presented none to Canada during 
the World War. \ 
_ “Since conscription is not our 
permanent policy, it would seem to 
be going pretty far for judges to 
deal with applicants for citizenship: 
as if conscription was our perman- 
ent policy.” 

‘ The Professor's Views 


In New Haven, where Professor 


Macintosh has taught theology for 
twertty years, we find The “Journal- 
Courier” saying: “There can be To 
question of the general fitness of 
Professor Macintosh for’ citizen- 
ship. He is an educated man of 
high moral character and a teacher 
of' marked ability and inspiration. 
He is aman of courage, as of con- 
victions: He served in the World 
War, whieh disclosed his sym- 
pathies for- the great issues which 
were then tested, and his readiness 
to defend them. We may fairly 
judge from that experience that’ 
under like conditions: he would 
again offer his services to his coun- 
try. ‘ ‘

ment of it.” . 
Court’s Decision Supported 
The great majority of the coun- 
try’s newspapers, on the other 
hand, szem to uphold the decision 
of Judge Burrows, “The New York 
| Evening Post,” for example, recalls 
the Supreme Court’s remark, in the 
Schwimmer case, that naturaliza- 


tion is not a right, but a privilege. - 


And declares the Charleston (W. 
Va.) Mail, “Dr. Macintosh should 
not be accorded privileges that are 
denied our native-born.” “It is diffi- 
cult,” says the “Boston Herald,” “to 
get around the. conelusion that 
Judge Burrows did his duty in this 
instance.” “In fact,” notes the Hart- 
ford “Times,” “he had no discre- 
tionary power.” “There might be 
no danger in granting Mr. Macin- 
tosh the rights of citizenship,” ad- 
mits the “Washington Star,” “but 
how is it possible to make a rule 
for one man, and another rule for 
the great majority?”

“UMPIRES AND LINESMEN 


The lawn tennis ‘correspondent 
of the “Observer” writes: | 
A most unexpected thing hap-| 
pened at the dinner given by the. 
Lawn Tennis Association 
close of the recent championships 
meeting at Wimbledon. Dr. J, C. 
Gregory, in the course of his reply 
to the toast of his health, actually 
paid a trivute—and a well-earned 
tribute—te the good work done by 
the umpires and linesmen at Wim- 
bledon. Praise very seldom comes 
the way of these hard-working 
officials: their portion is more often 
the kick of .contumely than the half- 
penny of encouragement. There is, 
indeed, a popular superstition, per- 
haps originating in and certainly 
fostered by, the sketches of a 
popular caricaturist in the daily 
Press, that linesmen on the centre 
court of Wimbledon are selected 
mainly for their ability to sleep 
through even the most exciting 
match: with the result that it is a 
commonplace to hear, after many a 
match, assertions that the “line- 
ing’’ was disgraceful, and that So- 
and-so was “umpired out of -the 
match.” 
Now it is not too much to say that 
n. nineteen cases out of twenty 
such allegations are vtterly unfound- 
ed. The linesmen at Wimbledon 
are, al any rate nowadays, what- 
ever they may’ have been in the 
past, most carefully selected; and 
all of them know their business 
thoroughly. This is not to say 
that mistakes are never made; sinee 
linesmen are heman and not me- 
chanieal, they do—very  rarely— 
make errors. The “cannon-ball” 
service of a Tilden, for example, 
travels at such a speed that, in 
the case of a near thing, even the 
jinesman can hardly be sure whe-| 
ther it just grazed the line or not. 
But he, at any rate, is looking | 
straight along the line, and is nearer 
to it than anybody else. He is in| 
the best position, therefore, to’ 
judge: yet often .enough his de- 
cision will be stigmatised as ‘“dis- 
- graceful” by people sitting in the 
stands at both ends of the ground, 
who cannot possibly be in a posi- 
tion to see the exact spot pitched on 
by a ball which is travelling at 
great speed towards or away from 
them, as the case may be. 
Advice in Plerity 
An even more frequent case of: 
disagreement with a linesman’s deci- 
sion occurs when a base-line judg- 
ment is in issue, The Jlinesman 


calls “Out!” spectators see, aa they |- 


at they 


‘Goud of dust and chalk and give 
‘vise to the supposition that the ball 


must have hit the line. The lines- 
man kuows, the spectatons don’t: 
but that, unfortunately, doesn’t 
prevent them ‘being vocal, though 
they ought fo know better. ‘It may 
be said with truth that spectators 


‘are never’ good judges: and: a_suffi- 


cient proof of this assertion may be 
adduced in the case, which some- 
limes happens (but wat at Wimble- 
don), of an umpire appealing. to the 
spectators on a point as to which 


shatches every. day would necéssitate 
the number of umpires. and lines- ! 
men being at Jeast quadrupled from 
what it is at present, i, the em- 
ployment of quite 600 of these hard- 
working “and conscientious officials. 


This, though possibly desirable, is}. 


outside the range of practicability, 
and players recognise that it is so. 

Whatever ‘the attitude’ of the 
crowd’ towards umpires and lines- 
men may be, it is the rarest thing 
to hear a complaint from a player. 
Players know that those in charge 
of their mateh are doing their best, 
and know, moreover, (and this is 
specially valuable where foreign 
players are concerned) that, their de- 
cisions, even if they are occasional- 
ly wrong, will be absolutely fair 
and unbiased. This is a great, if 
not a unique; reputation to have 
earned, and, in thanking the um- 
pires and linesmen for their work, 
Dr. Gregory gave them no more than 
their due. The applause - which 
followed his remarks (after the first 
shock that anyone had troubled to 
remember these officials was over!) 
showed that the players" of thirty 
nations endorsed all he had said; 
and, if the players are satisfied, 
ill-infortned criticism from -outside 
may very well be treated with a 
tolerant amusement. -Few players 


| would come to Wimbledon if the

he is doubtful. He invariably 
gets both opinions—“in” and “out.” 

It was pleasant to see this year 
far fewer unfavourable comments 
en. umpires and linesmen in the 
daily Press than on previous 
occasions. If spectators would also 
learn this lesson. it would certainly 
add to the dignity both of the meet- 
ing and of themselves. 

Decisions of umpires, not in con- 
nection with lines at all, are also 
sometimes questioned in unmeasur- 
ed terms. An incident this year 
occurred when an umpire in the 
Centre Court very properly gave a 
point against a player because he 
had volleyed the ball before it had 
jerossed the net. Without taking 
the trouble to find out the reason 
for the umpire’s decision, a -well- 
‘known player volunteered his 
opinion that “that man never ought 
to. be allowed to umpire in the 
Centre Court again: he penalised 
So-and-so for following the ball 
over the net with his racket!"- Yet 
the umpire was perfectly right, and 
the critic was perfectly wrong: ‘but 
the umpire is defenceless, and the 
‘ exitic’ 's word ‘is taken as gospel. 

Doing Their Best. 

Naturally, mistakes occur more 
often in matches in which there are 
no, or perhaps only one or two, 
linesmen, because the umpire in

The Amateur Swimming Association 
have received some details of the visit 
of the German national team, which is 
going to England on an official visit 
in September.

Crag ‘Hotel Transformed + \$50,000 Dining Reom 


TEN NEW PRIVATE‘BUNGALOWS. 


Only those who used to go up 


Penang Hill by road, walking, gix 
or seven, years .ago and 
those who went up when 
the railway was- just’ finish- 
ed, five years ago, can realise the 
tremendous amount of development 
aml constructional work that has 
taken place during the past few 
yeurs. 

The whole "face™ of the summit 
has been changed. Handsome, solid 
buildings have sprung up at various 
levels, miles and miles of new paths 
have been laid out, and the Hill in 
faci has now become a real residen- 
tial area. 

A sure sign of this is that 
hawkers from town now find it 
profitable to make regular trips: up 
the hill. 

Imprevements and Additions 
A “Pinang Gazette’ represenia- 
tive who made a complete tour of 
the higher levels of the Hill found 
building activity and improvements 
and additions being effected on all 
sides. 

On the way up to the Hill several 
new duildings have sprung up near 
the line, obviously quarters for those 


. employed on-the Hill railway. 


“En passant” it might be stated 

that the three stations, the car- 

riages, etc. are looking spice and 
span, and reflect eredit on the 
management of the railways. 

On the upper section a couple of 

new halting stations ‘have been 

opened out for the convenience of 
those staying lower down the hill. 
At the Top 

Leaving the top station and pass- 
ing round the foot or Strawberry 
Hill the first: ew path is the one to 
the Crag Hotel. The old road to 
the Crag round the post office has 
been closed owing to its proximity 
to the- water catchment area. The 
new one is a short cut path just 
below the tea kiosk, 

, Apa matter of fact one can get 
to the Crag Hotel along several 
paths now and the most con- 
venient way for those living at 
the Crag, or going. directly there, 
ig to alight at the Tunnel Station. 
From here there is a level path- 

way to the hotel, which is about a 

mile away from the railway. 

Passing this new path-way the 
first thing that catches the eye- is 
the new police station building 
which is.just out of the builders’ 
hands, This is on the right hand 
side of Summit Road. 

Further up on the same side, but 
inclined towards Bellvue, is the post 
office which has just had an exten- 
sion to it for the accommodation of 
an automatic exchange. 

The post and telephone office is not 
the quiet thing it used to be in the 
old days—as a matter of fact it used 
to be alive only when the Governor 
stayed up the Hill —but nor it is 
kept busy throughout the da, 

The Dispensary 

Facirig the police station is the 
outdoor dispensary which was com- 
pleted some time back and has been 
in use for several months. The 
dispensary is obviously filling a 
want. ° 

By the side of the dispensary jis 
a small park which has been laid out 
from fillings from Gun Hill. This 
little playground is a public one for 
children and haz a shelter, several 
seats and two swings for young folk 
to amuse themselves. 

Gun Hill itself, which some time 
ago was the proposed site for a new 
hotel has been Ievelled up and is 
ready for any building operations. 
At present it serves as a. show place 
and has several benches for visitors 
0 rest.

LINWOOD A “MILLER NAMED 
PRESIDENT 

Announcement of the election’ of 
Linwood A. Miller, to succeed John 
Nerth Willys’as President of the 
Willys-Overland Company, places 
the active Jeddership in the hands. 
of an executive who has an admir- 
able background through his 15 
years’ experience with the company. 
For the past four years Mr. Miller 
has been first vice-president and in 
this capacity has maintained a close 
personal contact. with Mr. Willys. - 

Although relinquishing the reins 
of active leadership in the company, 
Mr. Willys who has been one-of the 
industry 
for years, ‘remains as Chairman of 
the Board and thus enters into a 
new phase of activity in the com- 
pany which he: had continuously 
headed for more than 21 years. 

At the meeting of the board at 
which Mr. Willys’s resignation was 
accepted, Marshall Field and Charles 
F. Glore, both of Chicago, were 
elected as members of the Board ot 
Directors succeeding C. B- Mertz 
and C. B. Wilson, resigned. - Both 
of the new directors are interna- 
tionally known in the. world of 
finance and business and lend ad- 
and prestige to 
the organization. C. 0. Miniger, 
for many years a member of the 
Executive Committee, has ‘been 


telected its Chairman. 


The results of the board meeting 
confirmed plans that had been 
under discussion for several weeks.

LUBRICATION 


’ THE NEW 1 TRIUMPH © 
- MODELS 

As av oes new system of 
lubrication is employed in’the new 
Triumph “C” models, a few words 
on this subject will not!be out of 
season. 

When starting up a new engins: 
it should be seen that the 
oil delivery tap is open. As soon as 
the engine is started, the in- 
dicator plunger on the timing case 
should automatically raise itself 
to show that the oil is being de- 
livered. under pressure to the big 
end bearing, at the saine time prim- 
ing the scavenger pump. The 
ahould be allowed to run slowly 
for several minutes until] sufficient 
vil has collected in the crankcase 
collecting chamber for the return 
pump to scavenge.. The machine 
is ready for running on the roar 
as soon as oi] is being returned to 
the tank, as shown by oil flowing 
from the return pipe just inside 
the oj] tank filler device. Thi 
ier cap should be removed for 
this purpose. The oil regulator on 
the timing cover is set in the most 
uitable position before the ma- 
thine leaves the works and ‘should 
sot be altered unless absolutely 
aecessary. A fairly safe test as 
to whether the engine is getting 
sufficient oil is to throttle down and 
allow the engine to run slowly for 
1 few seconds, and then to open 
the throttle wide, when ‘the exhaust 
should show- a trail of- thin blue 
smoke. 

Occasional reference to the oil 
ing of tre enging shonld be ms * 
when the machine is in motion, by 
feeling- the indicator spindle ‘to 
verify the oil feed. : 

The oil recommended for the 
model C. O. . engine is Gargoyle 
Mobiloil: D. in summer and T.T. 
in winter, and for the -models C.N., 
and C.S.D., Gargoyle Mobiloi! B. in 
summer and ‘TT. in winter. In 
each case Mobdiloil CC. for 
the gearbox.

when freezing temperatures may 
be expected.

A TEST ‘RUN . 


CAR OF EXTRAORDINARY 
INTEREST. 

An indication of the. success 
American cars are meeting. in 
establishing new standards of per- 
formance and comfort in overseas 
markets is found in the report of 
a test run in a new Studebaker 
Commander Eight, written by a 
British motering authority for “The 
Autocar” of London. 

“The - Commander,” writes this 
authority, “is an extraordinarily 
interesting car. Itis a really 
comfortable conveyance in which to 
travel without fatigue. It has 
what so many cars of this type do 
not possess,—namely the power to 
make the journey swiftly, and the 
power to interest the enthusiastic 
driver as well as the average 
motorist.” 

Commenting on The Commander's 
power and smoothness in high gear, 
he writes, “probably it is as near 
a single speed car as it is possible 
to attain. _In sop gear all the 
ordinary hills of a day’e run are 
most easily’ surmounted. 
not a question, too, of having to 
rush hilis to display the car’s top. 
gear performance. This Studebaker: 
can be taken gently up a i in 10 
gradient (ten per cent.) with its 
full load, and will then go on up, 
accelerating the whole way, in a 
manner that suggests a big express 
train on the level. _ 

““The second great point of the 
car ig that at cruising speed there is 
really no sign of the engine. 
Nothing mechanical seems to be 


eo propelling the car. 


“The car exactly equalled the 
time taken by a fast sports car 
over a particular journey 60 miles 
long without coming within .20 
miles per hour of be sport cai’s 
maximum speed. ‘to its own 
high speed, the ats end of the 
Gommander’s range is well outside 
anything the average driver wants. 
“"“The brakes are good, the cluteh 
very ideal, and the springs absorb 
road shocks admirably. Steering 
is so-light as to be definitely worth 
having in traffic. -Front seat ad- 
justment works well. There is 
plenty of room, for the front 
cushion is:3 feet, 2 inches wide and 
the rear cushion 8 feet, 11 inches | 
wide with arm rests at each side.” 

Studebaker reports that Com- 
mander sales have increased 64 per 
cent. over last year. This com- 
pany now leads in the manufacture 
and sale of eight cylinder cars.

DIAMOND JUBILEE 


A FAMOUS CYCLE 
*FIRM 

Of the many events which pass 
unnoticed in the motoring world 
there is one which is not yet too 
late to reeall—the Diamond Jubilee 
of the Humber eoncern. For-it is 
now over 60 years since old Tom 
Humber, a Nottingham mechanic, 
made his first bicycle. Can any 
other company show a record of 
eontinuous manufacture for so long 
a period? 

Tom Humber’s first bicycle was 
far removed from the cycles of to- 
day.

SOME “DON’TS * 


FOR MOTOR CYCLE 
RIDERS 

Don't “blind” at all- during the 
first few hundred miles with a new 
machine, give the engine a fair deal 
—and then reap the ‘benefit. ; 

Don’t omit to give the engine a 
generous supply of oil during the 
running-in period: 

Don’t try to change gear without 
using the cluteh, 

Don’t forget to “rev.” the engines 
slightly, with the clutch well out, 
when changing down, and—~ 

Don’t forget momentarily to. close 
the throttle and flick the clutch out 
when changing up. 

Don’t forget that such things as 
over head valve rockers, gear 
boxes, chains, and hubs require 
lubrication. Follow the makers’ 
instructions. 

Don’t, when ordering spare parts, 
fail to give details as to the 
machine for which they are requir- 
ed. Always quote frame and en- 
gine numbers. 

Don't neglect your electric light- 
ing set. Don’t overcharge, and, on 
the other hand never let the ac- 
cumulator run right down. Again, 
follow the makers’ instructions, 

Don’t pull things to pieces just 
to “see how they work"; or, if you 
must, make a note of the order in 
which you dismantled the various 
parts. 

Don’t Ist everything get out of 
adjustment, because trouble makes 


trouble;-for instance, a badly ad- 


justed eluteh might easily result in 
damage to the gear dogs. 

Don’t cut corners, and don’t 
corner so fast that you would be 
unable to pull up on meeting any 
obstruction which may be round 
the bend. : 

Don’t try to cross wet tramlines 
at too fine an angle, especially if 
your machine has small tyres. 

- Don’t brake or accelerate violent- 
ly on greasy roads. Apply the 
front brake slightly before the rear 
brake. f 

Don’t be afraid to use your gear 
box. Conversely, don’t indulge -in 
an unnecessary amount of low gear 
work, which makes for noise. 

Don’t forget that even compara- 
tively slight noise .can have’ very

This, of course, would be more

‘All such possibilities . are pre- 
vented by the new test. at the Hill- 
man work, which is, incidentally, 
the first of its kind to be employ- 
ed by a British motor car manu- 
facturer.

CAR INSURANCE 


THE KNOCK-FOR-KNOCK - 
RULE 
"In the article by a lawyer in 
“Truth” on the liability for damages 
in “both-to-blame accidents’’, re- 
ference was made to the knock-for- 
knock rule of the insurance com- 
panies in. disposing of claims. 
This matter has since been hrought 
into prominence by a decision of 
Judge Moore in the Southwark 
County Court in a case in which 
the owner™<of a motor-car sued 
the owners of a motor-van. It 
was not contended that the plain- 
tiff was.at fault, but the claim was 
opposed on the ground that he had 
refused to divulge the name of his 
insurance’ company—a condition 
on.which the defendant’s insurance 
company insisted. His Honour 
gave judgment for the plaintiff, 
holding, of course, that he was 
under no obligation whatever, to 
say with what company he was 
insured or, indeed, whether he was 
ingured at all 
Nothing’ Surprising

“A. FAMILY Lost” 

A story of how an uncle heart- 
lessly enticed away the wife of his 
nephew during the latter’s absence, 
kidnapped ‘his three childten, and 
sold two of them, was unfolded at 
the Central Magistracy this morn- 
ing when the man was charged be- 
fore Mr. E, W. Hamilton. 

The case for the prosecution was 
conducted by Detective Inspector 
W. Shannon. ‘He said that all the 
parties lived in Shan-chuen village, 
Shun-tak district, Chinese territory. 
At the beginning of February the 
complainant left-his wife and three 
children in the village in the charge 
of accused and went to Kongmoon 
to work in a teahouse. 


No Trace Left _ : 

In March he paid a visit to his 
family and everything was in order. 
When he came to Shan-chuen again 
on June 14 he found that his family 
was gone. Thinking that they had 
returned to his native village of

She was lured away 
from the village by the-accused’s story 
of going to her husband at Korigmoon.

The Tnspector added that in leaving 
his family in a strange village, (the 
wife was a native of Canton), the hus- 
bard was asking for trouble, but the 
Magistrate said that it was not un- 
usual.
